EVANS OR BATES ? 


THE SQUABBLE IN TENNESSEE'S 


THIRD DISTRICT, 


GOVERNOR TAYLOR IS ENJOINED 


To Prevent Him from Issuing a Certificate 
to Evans—The Secretary of State Says 
Bates is Flected, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 6 —f{Special.] 
A new and interesting question was bronght 
into Tennessee courts today by Chancellor 
Allison, of this district, cranting an injunction 
against Governor Taylor issuing a certificate 
of election to H. Clay Evans, republican, as 
congressman from this, the third district. 

It will be remembered that Evans had a 
majority of votes on the count, but the sheriff 
of hea and Meigs counties called atten- 
tion to the fraudulent votes which, 
if two districts were thrown out, 
would elect Creed F. Bates, democrat. The 
matter has been under consideration some 
days. The governor and seer tary of state 
compose the board of canvassers. Governor 
Taylor declares Evans elected while » Secretary 
John Allison deciares that Bates is the suc 
cessful contestant. -Clovernor Taylor having 
announced his intentionto issne a certificate 
to vans, counsel for Bates this afternoon ob- 
tained a fiat fora temporary injunction, and 
service was made on Gove rnor Taylor an hour 
later. This is the first atte mptever made in 
2 ennessee to enjoin a governor from perform- 
ing any official act; and when the case comes 
up On its merit, it will be watched with inter- 
est. ‘he governor bas five days, under the 
law, in which to answer. 

The bill recitesthe faet that Bates was a 
candidate for congress from the® third district 
in the rec ent él lection, and alleges that he re- 
ceived a plurality of the votes: that the gov- 
ernor and secretary of state are a board to can- 
vass the votes and that on or about November 
pee Governor Taylor and Se ‘aretary Allison did 

sanvass the votes, and agreeing on the result, 
ase out a certifi cate of election in due “ rm | 
that the governor now claims that cne H. Clay 
Evans, voted for at the same election, 
Was elected, and is about to 
issue said Evans a certificate unless restrainod 
therefrom. Secretary Allison has never de- 
clared or decided that Evans was elected, but 
decided that Bates was elected, and has never 
receded from that decision: that Governor 
Taylor has no power to Issue a certificate with- 
out the unanimous appr oval of the board; thar 
its issuance would work irreparable injury by 
depriving bates of his seat; that he will be 
put to preat expense and annoyance in 
contesting for his seat. Therefore ho prays 
thatthe governor be ined from giving a 
certificatejto vans, or to any one for him, and 
that on final hearing this injunction be made 
perpetual.

Wash Baker's death at the stockade Sunday 
last is liable to end in a sensation yet. 

And maybe Atlanta will have to pay for it. 

Emily Baker, the wife of the dead negro, 
has brought suit against the city for $10,000 
damages, and her attorneys, Clarke & New- 
man, yesterday filed the papers in tho clerk’s 
Office. In the petition the complainant recites 


that hor husband was arrested on the last day 
of November and that on the first of December 
she went to police headquarters and asked 
about him There she was told, so che says, 
thathe had not been arrested, and relying 
upon that statement she went home. 

But there are two sides to every story. 

Laker was arrested on Friday and booked 
for a drunk. On Saturday morning he was 


arraigned in police court and eutered a plea of 
guiltv, fe was fined $5.25 or six days, and at 
2 o’clock in the alternoon was taken to the 
Stockade in the patrol wagor. Before Baker 
‘arried from the stationhouse, his wife 
called and asked about his tine, and left saying 
wonld return and pay it. She did not 
come back, and when the hour for Black 
Maria’s roll to the stockade came 
around, Baker’s fine was still unpaid and he 
was taken out. At the stockade he was ironed 
aud put to work, but did not work more than 
an hour or two becanse the prisoners knocked 
off eurly in the evening, 

On Sunday morning Mr. Chaffin, the super- 
intendent, went to the stoc kade. and when the 
convicts came down to breakfast Baker was 
absent. Inquiry revealed the fact that he 
claimed to be sick. Superintendent Chaffin 
at -onee telephoned to Dr. Collier, the 
stockade physician, but he was not at home. 
He then sent for another physic ian but could 
not secure one. By 12 o’ cloc k he had made 
four attempts to secure a physician, and failed. 
Later he obtained one through the city prison, 
but soon after the doctor reached the prison

Mr. Waiter D. Smith, of Connectienut: “The 
question of forestry should be brought in with 
common school education. Children can be 
more easily interested and instructed than 
elder persons.”’ 

J.&. Harrison of Vermont: ‘The area of 
forests is not decreasing as rapidly as would 
be supposed. Thereis a deterioration of soil 
producing land. The attention of forestry in 
detail is needed. Much harm donejby fire.’’ 

No delegate was present from New York, 
but Mr. W. H. Hale, a press representative, 
said: “‘Albany was at one time one of the 
greatest luinbering mart’ in the United States. 
A law.is in force against lumber speculation. 
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Arbor Day is observed. The press of the state 
is in sympathy with the forestry interests.” 

Thomas D. Edge, of Pennsylvania: ‘‘Many 
forest laws are in force, andzArbor Day is ob- 
served. The government and forestry organi- 
zation are willing toact, but are in darkness as 
to the detinite course to pursue. Mr. C. C. 
Binney was present, sent by the Foresiry asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania to waich and gain in- 
formation from this congress in re- 
gard to. the passage of law; rela- 
tive to advancing forestry. He said that 
the association he representing was willing 
to act but did not know what to do. They 
have been instruinental in furthering the ob- 
serance of Arbor day. 

District of Columbia: General A, W. Greely 
spoke for the United States at large. No 
qnestion is of more vital interest than this. It 
is diificult to impress upon the people the im- 
portance of planting trees, when they are 
springing up aroundthem. Few are willing to 
sacrifice the present for the fu- 
ture. The authorities in Washington 
should bring the importance of 
the subject before the people. Much can 
be learned from Europe on the subject. They 
have for years observed forestry laws. 

Mr. Fernaw also made a short talk, direct- 
ing his remarks to the forestry laws of Europe 
and what we could grain from them. 

Mr. Nelson Tift, of Georgia, said this was 
his first attendance at such an organization. 
The great question is how to protect and in- 
crease the woods. The use of lumber cannot 
be stopped, but the government § can 
check the fires by passage of stringent laws. 
The government is limited in its power over 
the property of individuals, and so the reason 
of landowners must be appealed to. Around 
Albany, Ga., forests have been rapidly de- 
pleted. Much harm has been done by turpen- 
tine men, 

Professor Glenn, of Jackson county, asked 
and was granted permission to read a paper. 
The paper held that much damage was done to 
soil by dead leaves and underbrush, and that 
to get rid of this the only way was to burn. 

Mrs. Ellen Call Long, of Florida, said that 
the state was sadly without statistics on the 
subject.

The charts 
are bringing to attention extensive areas of 
country In what has been Known as the arid 
region, but which recent observation has 
shown the rain fall to be great enough to place 
this regien in the subhumid distri: 

“Obeetvations over a smali, compact agri- 
culturalarea of South Australia, affords very 
reliable data as the effect of rainfall upon an 


nual wheat yields. It apne from these ol- 
servations that twelve Inches of rainin the six 
winter months produces six bushels of wheat 
per acre, and that forevery increase ef rainfal! 
ofan inch alike increase occurs in the aver- 
age production of bushels of wheat per acre. 
The effect of the extra rain in the season over 
the small area of South Australia wheat lands 
would give an additional fee-simple value of 
£.10,000,000, 

The importance of information as to the 
rainfall conditions of the arid regions is stead- 
ily increasing, aud the eastern states more or 
less decreasing. 

‘The statewent put forth by the director of 
the geological jsurvey that “over twenty 
inches of rainfall is necessary for the growth

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aud moreover, itis most probable that the 
destruction of scattered and stunted bits of 
outlying forests has of itself tended to still 
nore restrict the general area of the forest 
regions,”’

Forests slightly increase tho mean rainfall. 
The immense numberof cultivated trees on 
the plains of Kansas and Nebraska will partly 
increase the rainfall. The question of irriga- 
tion in the arid regions is deemed of great 
importance. In the United States it assumes 
a greater magnitude that is usually assigned 
it, as it effects the future agricultural interests 
ofathird ofthe area of the United States. 
Since it is a question that effects such a pro- 
portion of the United States, there seems to be 
no doubt butin the future the question of 
state-control irrigation will be urged upon 
congress, This policy has lately been taken 
by Australia. Other countries were referred to. 

The greatest rise of the water of Salt Lake 
occurred between ’62 and ’70, when the quan- 
tity of vegetation and number of trees was 
most largely increasing. Thisconnection with
